Town Warrant 


To Ralph B. Gould, a Constable of the Town of Jay in the County 
of Franklin, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are required to notify 
and warn the inhabitants of the town of Jay, qualified by law to vote 
in town affairs, to meet at the Town House in said town on the 11th 
day of March, A. D. 1929, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the 
following articles, to wit: 


ARTICLE 1 
To choose a moderator to preside over said meeting. 


ARTICLE 2 
To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3 


To see if the town will vote to have one or more road com- 
missioners, or act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to defray 
town expenses for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5 


To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to defray 
pauper expenses for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 6 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
the repair of roads and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 7 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 


snow bills. 


ARTICLE 8 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
support of Common Schools, including teachers’ wages, janitor work, 
and fuel, for the ensuing year, or act thereon. 


ARTICLE 9 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
the support of Free High School, including teachers’ wages, janitor 
work and fuel, for the ensuing year, or act thereon. 


ARTICLE 10 5 
To see what sum of money the town will appropriate for Free 
High School. 


ARTICLE 11 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
the repair of schoolhouses for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 12 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
free text books. 


ARTICLE 13 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
school supplies and miscellaneous bills. 


ARTICLE 14 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
salary of superintendent of schools.

To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise for out- 
standing notes and interest on same.

To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
Memorial Day.

To see if the town will vote “ Yes”’ or “No” on the question of 
appropriating and raising money necessary to entitle the town to 
State Aid as provided in Section 20 of Chapter 130, Public Laws of 
1913. ‘

To see if the town will grant and raise double the amount of 
money for State Aid road running from Livermore Falls to the Wil- 
ton line, the amount asked for being $2,388.00,

To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of Four Hundred 
Dollars for separate maintenance on State Aid road. 
ARTICLE 34 
To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of Fifteen Hun- 
ared Dollars to be spent on the road from Jay to Riley villages. The | 
same to be spent under the directions of the International Paper Co. 
and the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 35 
To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of Two adieu 
Dollars,,more or less, for control of White Pine Blister Rust in said 
town.

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ARTICLE 36 
To see if the town will vote to raise Fifteen Hundred Dollars to 
<continue the sidewalk on Main Street, Chisholm, or act thereon. 


ARTICLE 37 
To see if the town will vote to build a cement sidewalk on Main 
‘Street from the M. C. R. R. station to connect with the sidewalk in 
front of John Look’s residence at North Jay, and raise money for 
‘the same. 


ARTICLE 38 
To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of Two Hundred 
Dollars, to be expended under the supervision of Gray Brothers, for 
cutting bushes, blasting ledges, hauling gravel, and upkeep of the road 
from Morse Hill schoolhouse to the residence of D. C. Coolidge. 


ARTICLE 39 
To see if the town will vote to install a street light at the upper 
end of Jewell Street near the land owned by Mr. Benedetto. 


ARTICLE 40 
To see if the town will vote to raise One Thousand Dollars for 
‘the purpose of cutting down and making a fill at the foot of the so 
called Davis Hill, also graveling the mud flat on the road leading 
from Dryden to Spruce Mountain. 


ARTICLE 41 
To see if the town will vote to instruct its Selectmen to pur- 
chase a carload of tar, to be used on streets in the town, and see 
show much money the town will vote to raise to pay for same. 


ARTICLE 42 
To see if the town will vote to repair and tar Otis Street, 
‘Chisholm, and raise money for same. 


ARTICLE 48 
To see if the town will vote to install a catch basin on the north 
‘side of Otis Street at a point fifteen feet above the east side of Main

To see if the town will vote to accept the provision of Chapter 
70 of the Public Laws of 1921, authorizing towns to elect certain 
municipal officers by secret ballot, and if the town votes to accept the 
provisions of said act, to see what officers if any, not now required 
by law to be chosen by ballot, shall be chosen in the manner therein 
provided.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer to make 
temporary loans, said loans to be approved by the Selectmen and not 
to exceed the total tax levy of the preceding municipal year in which 
said loans are made, in accordance with the provisions of Section 62, 
Chapter 4 of the Revised Statutes of Maine, and all acts amendatory 
thereof and additional thereto.

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Report of Jay Fire Department 


To the Citizens of Jay: 


We, the officers and members of North Jay Engine Co., No. I, 
render to you this our second annual report. 

During the past year we have been constantly adding to our 
equipment in an effort to make our organization more valuable to 
this town. We have, as a company, raised among ourselves consider- 
able money and expended it for our small equipment such as coats, 
hats, mittens and other accessories. 

The Granite Company, residents and organizations of North 
Jay have generously contributed by public subscription in the raising 
of approximately $350.00 for the installation of our three horse- 
power siren which may be operated from four alarm boxes in various 
parts of the village. This siren is a very valuable asset to us and 
to the town of Jay as a whole. It will be remembered that last year 
the people and organizations of North Jay contributed over $900.00 
for the purchase of hose to be used with the pumper. For all these 
contributions and for our appropriation last year, we sincerely thank 
the citizens of the town of Jay. 

During the past year the company has responded to twelve calls, 
as follows: eight chimney fires, one grass fire at the residence of 
Dan Murray, one fire on the M. C. R. R. fence and a fire at the 
residence of A. W. Bean. In addition to these town calls we answer- 
ed a call to Wilton when that department needed help at the W. W. 
Adams fire. The attendance at fires has been very good and all 
. alarms have been responded to very quickly. 6 

We are a voluntary company, receiving no pay for calls in town, 
and we are glad to cover all parts of the town including Chisholm 
should it seem advisable to call us there. 

We sincerely hope that the citizens of Jay will recognize our 
company as valuable to the town and cooperate with us in every 
possible way. We need an appropriation this year as usual for 
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maintenance of apparatus and running expenses. One thing that we 

need badly is a smaller suction hose for use in the country where the» 

water supply is limited. We assure you that whatever appropriation 

you grant us will be carefully and wisely spent by your selectmen. 
Again we wish to thank you for your co6peration.

SCHOOL REPORT 


TOWN OF JAY

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


I have the honor and pleasure of submitting to the superintend- 
ing School Committee and citizens of Jay my report for the year 
just closed. 

This report, I believe, is well worth your consideration. In it 
you will find the reports of the special teachers, also that of Mr. 
Rollins, our high school principal. 

My own report covers the points specified by law. I have tried 
to cover the field of our activities in such a manner that you may 
know what we are aiming to do, as well as to let you know how 
your money has been expended. 

I believe that Jay has made marvelous progress in its high 
school during the last four years. We have a faculty of able 
teachers who are well qualified for their positions. They are con- 
scientious and efficient. They are doing a high grade of work and 
are requiring better work from their pupils. 

Jay high school is a busy work shop and the greater part of the 
boys and girls are serious minded and out to get an education. The 
spirit of the pupils is fine. Teachers and pupils and janitor work to- 
gether well in a happy and pleasing manner, 

A member of the State Department of Education who lately 
visited the school reported to me that he had visited several classes, 
that the teachers were especially well prepared and presented the 
work in a very excellent manner and that the pupils had their work 
very well prepared also. 

I believe you will be pleased to hear this report. 

Our constant aim is to make the school more worthwhile and 
more efficient and to better serve the needs of the community, to 
better equip the boys and girls for useful citizenship in the years to 
come. 

The school has nearly doubled in enrollment during the last 
four years. This makes it necessary for us to consider seriously 
the advisability of employing another teacher. We may need to do 
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this in the fall. I am satisfied that the present faculty is doing the 
maximum amount of work that can be expected or required of them. 


A concensus of opinion seems to fix six periods as about the 
number which a teacher can handle most efficiently. The State re- 
quirements for Class A schools prohibit more than eight periods of 
recitations and supervision daily. 

We must do something along the line of developing a library 
at the High School adequate to the pupils’ needs. A modern High 
School must have a good library if it is to function most efficiently. 

We hope to get our arrangements completed soon in regard to 
the athletic field. 

We were sorry to have to lose our Commercial teacher during 
the year. Mr. Wilkins, our present teacher in this department, starts 
in well and I believe is doing good work. 

During the fall we were obliged to purchase twenty-five more 
seats for the main room. We also purchased three new typewriters 
for the Commercial department. 

Jay High School is on the map and doing well in athletics, in 
musi¢ and in scholarship. 

In looking back over the four years just passed I can see that 
great progress has been made in the high school. I am personally 
proud of this and I believe the people of Jay should view Ares 
present high school with great pride and satisfaction. 

The work in our Elementary school system is being done in a 
very satisfactory manner. 

We made comparatively few changes in our teaching force last 
summer. This in itself is pretty good evidence of progress. A 
teacher should be able, and usually is able to do better work year 
after year in the same school. She becomes acquainted with the 
children, the parents and the needs of the community. This exper- 
ience must make her more valuable and more efficient. The day of 
the one term teacher has passed, the day of the one year teacher is 
rapidly passing, the day of the poorly equipped and untrained 
teacher will soon be a thing of the past. The day when every 
teacher will be Normal trained is at the threshold, and the day when 
our Normal Schools will require four years of preparation instead 
of two for qualifying teachers for their work can be seen in the 
near future. This will mean better schools, better teachers, children 
better prepared and equipped for life’s struggle. 
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A higher grade of work is being done in our schools today than 
ever before. Greater progress is being made along scientific edu- 
cational lines today than ever before. The marvelous changes in 
educational theory and objectives during the last decade rival those 
made during the last half century. 

During the last fifty years the increase in attendance in our 
public Elementary schools has been over 150%. The increase in 
our high schools thas: been nearly 2500%, in professional schools for 
teachers over 600'% and in colleges and technical schools the in- 
crease has been over 350%. The American youth are in school in 
greater numbers than ever before. The American people are deter- 
mined that our young people have the advantages of an education. 
To this end they are spending money generously but they are insisting 
upon efficiency. 

It must be evident even to the casual observer, that our schools 
are advancing in their efficiency at about the same rate as invention 
and discovery. 

Our schools are better in materials and methods than they were. 
They are serving the needs of our country and civilization to a 
higher degree of satisfaction than ever before. No longer is there 
much serious discussion about the benefits derived from schools. 
The public takes it for granted that we have an adequately function- 
ing school system. 

And so, keeping these points in mind we go about our work, 
selecting the best trained and equipped teachers that we can find, 
when a change in our teaching force is necessary. 

Our teachers are very largely Normal trained, many have suc- 
cessful teaching experience to their credit. The work being done 
is of a high order. They are giving satisfaction in their respective 
communities. I seldom hear any adverse criticism from parents. 
I frequently hear words of commendation. 

I am pleased to take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
to our teachers for their able work and cooperation during the past 
year. I realize that the ultimate success of any school is due to the 
teacher. A modern building, well equipped, and efficient supervision 
help much, but it is after all the teacher who makes the school. 

During the last summer, under the authority of our school 
committee and with its approval we carried out a program for the 
improvement of the physical condition of your school buildings. 
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The brick building was painted during the summer. No. Jay 
Grammar School was given two coats of paint. Morse Hill school- 
house was painted and Stubb’s Mills also. At Stubb’s Mills the in- 
terior was thoroughly cleaned and painted and many desks repaired. 
The desks at Stubb’s Mills are poorly adapted to the usage to which 
school desks are subjected. This explains the reason why all of 
them ‘had to be repaired. 


At seven different schools flag poles were set during the summer, 
new flags have been purchased to replace those worn out. Jay is 
completely up to the law’s requirements in this respect at present. 


In practically every school in town new maps have been placed 
during the last year or two. The maps of Europe, Asia and Africa 
were made obsolete by the World War. These maps have all been 
replaced by new ones since 1921. The other maps which have been 
worn and in many cases torn by use have been replaced. At present 
our schools are well equipped with maps and globes. During the 
present year I shall turn my attention to improving the reference 
book situation in the different schools. The improvement in text- 
books is going on at all times. | 


Slate blackboards were installed at Lake School. Every School 
in Jay at present has slate blackboards or the modern slate surfaced 
board which is equally as good and as permanent. One exception to 
this statement is the Intervale building. 


A great improvement was made at Jay Grammar during the 
summer by the addition of new hardwood floors in the Primary and 
Intermediate rooms. 


At No. Jay we laid new hardwood floors in the Grammar and 
Intermediate rooms. 

Part of the roof at the Jay Grammar needed new shingles and 
these were put on. Stubb’s Mills school was also newly shingled 
and the piazza repaired. 

The toilet situation at Bean’s Corner has been unsatisfactory 
for several years. This was remedied during the summer by dis- 
posing of the chemical toilets and replacing them with a modern 
cement vault. These chemical toilets are very unsatisfactory in the 
great majority of places. I consider them unsanitary also. The 
situation at Macomber Hill school in this respect is certainly a puzzle. 

Our financial report shows that the cost of running our elemen- 
tary schools for the year, based upon the average attendance, was 
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$63.00 per pupil. In the High School the cost upon the same basis: 
was $118.00 per pupil. The average for all schools upon the same 
basis was $370.00. For Franklin County the averages are $60.67 for 
Elementary and $97.00 for Secondary schools. The cost of Elemen- 
tary schools in the State, based upon daily attendance, varies. from 
$20.00 per pupil to $90.00. For Secondary schools it varies from: 
$50.00 to $250.00. In the State the length of the school year varies. 
from 30 to 88 weeks. 

The cost of running the schools in Jay is a little above the 
average cost in the State. This is due very largely to the extra 
expense involved in supporting four large grammar school buildings, 
none of which are running to full capacity. By this I mean that if 
these buildings were completely full of pupils the average cost per 
pupil for his schooling would be much less. 

The situation at the High School is much the same. The extra 
cost of running a school of from 1380 to 173 pupils would not be much 
greater, while the average expense per pupil would be much less. 

In closing this report I wish to thank the members of the 
School Board for their advice, assistance and cooperation. 

I also appreciate the kindness and assistance of the Board of 
Selectmen for their help and cooperation. —

Report of Principal of High School 


To the Superintendent of Schools, School Committee, and Citizens 
of the Town of Jay: 

Before launching forth on my second annual report as principal 
of Jay High School, may I express my heartiest and most sincere 
appreciation.of the cordial manner in which the people of the town, 
as well as those directly above me in this work of educating the 
young people, have supported, encouraged, and aided me. Such sym- 
pathetic and friendly attitude on the part of everyone with whom I 
come in contact pays large dividends, I thope, in the increased zeal 
for service with which I turn to my work. My term here has been 
very pleasant and very conducive to my best efforts and so it is with 
pleasure that I submit my report of our progress together with a 
suggestion of future hopes.

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The College course is the strongest and most valuable course in | 
the curriculum. It prepares the student for any form of advanced 
training they may desire after leaving high school. This includes 
- entrance into a business school. It is highly recommended for all 
students with a good or fair scholastic record in the grade schools. 
The General course is for those students who are certain that they 
will not enter any higher institution and who want a good inclusive 
high school training. The Commercial course speaks for itself. 


The aim in forming this curriculum has been to build a good 
general and commercial course to interest the students who do not 
feel inclined toward the classical studies. With this broadened course 
of study in operation it is now possible to keep gradually raising the 
standards and ideals of accomplishment expected of the scholars, 
without forcing failure on students who formerly might have been 
obliged to enroll in courses for which they had no talent or interest. 
In other words, students should be able to find studies from those 
now offered which will be of use and interest to them. This seems 
to be exactly the feeling of the students as shown by our enrollment 
record for the year. In September, one hundred and five boys and 
girls registered. Of this number only four have left; two have 
moved from town and so have transferred to other schools, one has 
left because of financial difficulties in the home, leaving only one 
student withdrawing because the school seemed ill-adjusted to his 
needs or abilities. This is something of a record for this school. 
Another interesting fact is that five more have enrolled since October 
1, of this number two had in previous years left the school but now 
decided to return, one transferred from another school, and two of 
the entering class postponed for a time their decision to enter Jay 
high school. Thus the school has now a net attendance of one hun- 
dred and six students, one more than in September. With these facts 
in view it would seem that the school is successfully appealing to the 
young people. 


Is this being accomplished at the expense of the scholastic 
standing? Several observations point to the contrary opinion. Those 
connected with the school say that the quality of work of the students 
is improving very notably. Certainly the attitude toward the studies 
is much better. The ‘honor roll is still in operation and has con- 
tained the following number of names for each of the three ranking 
periods thus far this year — sixteen, nineteen and twenty-five re- 
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spectively. The graduates of last year who have gone to some higher 
institution have all made fine records. This indicates that the school 
is keeping pace with the other schools of the State in efficency. Of 
course there is yet room for improvement but this almost indefinable 
school morale is something that has to have time to develop. 


Semester examinations were introduced this year. Many teachers 
believe the idea to be poor pedagogy but in the case of this school 
they seem to cause a favorable or beneficial reaction. The plan 
should be retained for a few years as an aid in instilling the proper 
spirit of studiousness — that of studying to remember. An examina- 
tion of this sort helps the student to reorganize the facts he has 
learned into a body of knowledge and new attitudes. 


It may be unfortunate that on account of students travelling on 
the train there is not sufficient time for clubs or organizations of a 
scholastic nature such as honor roll and dramatic clubs, science or 
language circles, etc. These groups could be organized to stimulate 
interest as well as to teach ideals and give training in club organi- 
zation. 


The athletic work is being carried on much as usual. The rela- 
tion between athletics and other school work has become most whole- 
some. In order to compete in any athletic contest the student must 
be passing in at least three full-unit studies. This has placed sports 
upon a proper basis which makes them a great help to the school. 
Many of the students are held to their school work only because they 
want to share in the athletic benefits. These pupils are thus being 
exposed to the valuable high school training while without athletic 
interests they would drop out of school. It would seem as though 
this fact alone would justify the necessary expenditure for this branch 
of education.. At present, responsibility for all athletic work lays 
with the principal. . 

Let us turn for a moment to some of the plans for the future. 
One of the latest fads in educational work is that of vocationa! 
guidance. Although no really successful plan for this has been 
worked out by educators, it seems to center around a matter of great 
importance. The great question before all young folks which strikes 
them most forcefully during the later years of their high school 
career is “ What am I to do after I finish school?” Perhaps an un- 
fortunate aspect of this situation is that nobody but the boy or girl 
himself should answer that question. However, there are many things

that the schools can do to aid them in reaching a decision. Some plan 
can and should be worked out by which the high school students are 
given sufficient information concerning the type of work in, the 
amount of preparation needed for, and a relative idea of the re- 
muneration offered by the different trades, vocations, or professions. 
In addition to this the philosophy of service to be rendered by work- 
ers in all stages of life should be emphasized. With a background of 
this type, the youngster would be better equipped to judge in what 
field lays his life calling. This might be given as an extra discussion 
group for upper class students twice a week. 

Another and very desperate need at the school is that of a library. 
It is something of a disgrace for a school of this size to be without a 
library. There are a very few good reference books at the school 
but there is no suitable place for them where their use can be super- 
vised. Most of these books are too old to be of much benefit as sup- 
plementary material for reading. Plans should be made for book 
shelves which can be locked to be placed in the front of the assembly 
room before school opens next fall. Then some money should be set 
aside for the purchase of books. A reading table for magazines and 
dictionaries should also be placed near the shelves. The State De- 
partment of Education has a definite requirement that a high school 
to be in class A should provide a library with suitable tables and 
bookcases, adequate reference books, newspapers and periodicals, and 
an annual income of one dollar and fifty cents for every pupil en- 
rolled until adequate equipment has been installed. Of course this is 
not quite fulfilled by all schools but it is a good recommendation to 
consider, especially at Jay High School. The efficiency of instruc- 
tion in all subjects could be so much bettered by even a small library 
that it would seem a shame to ignore this matter any longer. 

The gift of a fine set of Encyclopedia Britannicas by Mr. S. S. 
Wright is very much appreciated by pupils and teachers alike. There 
are few moments when they are not in use. The community will no 
doubt join with those at the school in hoping to see a picture of Mr. 
Wright adorning the walls of the assembly room of the school be- 
fore long. Another gift which is much appreciated is the subscrip- 
tion to two magazines presented the school by the Pastime Club of 
Jay. The covers are worn off from these magazines within three 
days from the time of their arrival at the school. A 

There are a few words to be addressed to the parents before this 
report is brought to a close. This is in regard to some of the ways 
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in which the students may get the best service from their schooling. 
The ranks on the report cards which are now issued every six weeks 
for the parents’ signatures represent percentages as follows: A+ 
equals 95 to 100, A— equals 90 to 95, B+ equals 85 to 90, B— equals 
80 to 85 (below honor grade), C++ equals 75 to 80, C— equals 70 to 
75, and any other rank is below the passing standard of the school. 
The effort grade which is given on the card is to point out to the 
parents whether in the judgment of the principal the student is put- 
ting his or her best effort into the work. A low grade in effort indi- 
cates that the bad habit of laziness is present in the character of the 
pupil. The parents can aid by encouraging the boys and girls to do 
their work well. Praise them when the marks are good or improving 
and try to develop in them a pride in getting good results. Absence 
from school is a major cause of the low ranks issued. If the teachers 
are worth their salary, they give material, or ideas to the classes 
which cannot be “ made up” by a pupil who is absent from that class. 
Unnecessary absences with resulting poor work and _ half-hearted 
attempts to catch up on the part of the pupil do not bring much sym- 
pathy from a teacher who is already overworked in preparing lessons 
for students who do show some interest. In the game of life a person 
showing little interest and being on the job only when it happens to 
be most convenient does not get very far. The school cannot condone 
such conduct if it is to fulfill its function of preparing young people 
for what is coming to them in later life. This is not meant to cause 
anxiety on the part of pupils or parents about absence when it is 
really necessary but, on the contrary, to hit at a somewhat prevalent 
idea that to miss a day every so often does no harm. Teachers will 
give all possible help to a student who wishes to get back into good 
standing after an absence if the necessity for that absence is made 
clear. However, a great deal of the absence is avoidable and this is a 
matter for codperation on the part of the parents. 

In the closing paragraph may I again publicly extend my thanks

I hereby submit my report as a Public Health Nurse for the 
period January, 1928 - January, 1929. 

The public health nursing service has been possible the past year 
because its citizens voted to raise money to support this work. 

The nursing records show a varied program consisting of bed- 
side care to the sick, inspection of school children, Well Baby Con- 
ferences, assisting patients to secure treatment in hospital, and from 
doctors by conveying them in the car. 

The figures which follow, not only give some idea of the hours. 
which the nurse has devoted to the work but also the need of the 
nurse in this community. Nine bedside nursing calls were made.
